George Walton ; fone of the People went abroad, 
and found the Gate at ſome diſtance from the Houle 
thrown cff the Hinges, and Stones came thick a- 
bout them, ſometimes falling down by them, lome- 
times touching them without hurr, though they 
ſeemed to come with great torce ; Stones flew about 
the Room the Doors being fhur, the glaſs Win- 
dows were ſhattered in Pieces by Stones that 
ſeemed not to come from without but within, the 
Lead of the Glaſs Caſements and Window- bars 
being driven forcibly outwards, and fo ſtanding 
bent ;- while a Gentleman was walking in the 


Room, agreat Hammer cawe bruſhing along againſt
